ICE' SHORTAGE SERIOUS.

t With ;the mercury fighting for a
cfeancefto slop over the top of the
tube ;'for over a week, thef weather i

situation in. Bourbon county has be
come serious. The eounty is threat- -
ened wjtha water famine, in those
sections remote from creeks and
branches. Crops are badly, in need
oj rain, vegetables in gardens are
drying ip. The springs have-show- n

the effect bf the hotiweather with the
exception of the "never.-failing-" va--'

riety. ,: People "depending on springs
for ther water supply for drinking
and domestic purposes, and for live
stock0.purposes, are being put to a
greatJteal of inconvenience, although
there his been no' real suffering yet.
Gardeners-- ' are making many com
plaints "of the ruinous effect of the
hot dry weather

.In the, city the increased- - demand
upon .the facilities of the Paris Ice
Manufacturing Company hasresulted
in, a near-famin- e, and unless the- - hot
weather abates, the strictest econ-
omy in the use of ice may have to be
observed." All day Sunday and far
into the night vehicles of all de-

scriptions . wended their way' to the
ice plant, to replenish their deplet-
ed supplies.

The drain upon the supply and the
reserve stocks became so heavy that
conservation had to be practiced, and
only a certain quantity would be
sold to any one. Persons who had
called for fifty pounds could only get
twenty-fiv-e or thirty pounds. Mana-
ger Phil Nippext did everything that
CQUld be done to accommodate the
public, but the demand outran the
supply, resulting in an ice shortage.
